Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota:

Secrion 1. That so much territory as is contained in town-
ship one hundred and twelve, north of range seventeen west,
ag contained in the following limits, shall be and constitute
the town of Cannon Falls, viz: Commencing at the south-
east corner of section eighteen, township and range as above
stated; running thence north on the section line between
sections seventeen and eighteen to the northeast corner of
the south-cast quarter of section seven; thence west to the
range line between seventeen and eighteen; thence south to
the south-west corner of section eighteen; thence east to the
place of beginning.

Sgc. 2. That for the good order and government of said
town, it shall be lawful for the male inhabitants thereof, hav-
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ing the qualification of electors of the Legislative Assembly
of the Territory of Minnesota, to mdet at the place of holding
the last general election, in the town of Cannnon Falls, on
the first Wednesday of May next, and annually thereafter, at
guch time and place in sald town as the Town Council may
direct, and then and there proceed by ballot to cleet one
President, one Recorder and three Trustees, being house-
holders of said town, and having the qualifications of electors
as aforesaid.

3gc. 3. The President, Recorder and Trustees to be elected
as aforesaid, shall hold their offices for ope year, and until
their successors are clected and qualified; and such President,
Recorder and Trustees so clected and qualified, shall consti-
tute the Town Council of said town-—any three of whom sghall
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business pertain-
ing to their duties; and in said Town Council shall e vested
the government of said town, and the exercise of its corpo-
rate powers, and the management of its fiscal, prudential
and municipal concerns,

See. 4. At the first election to be holden under this act,
there shall be chosen viva zoce by the electors present at the
time for opening the polls, on the day for holding said first
election, two Judges and a Clerk of said election, who shal!
take an oath or afirmation faithfully to discharge the dnties
required of them by this act, and at ali subsequent clections
the Trustees, or any two of them, shall be Judges, and the
Recorder, or in his absence some person to be appointed by
the Judges, shall be Clerk. The polls shall be opened be
tween the hours of ten and eleven o’clock in the forenoon,
and close at fonr in the afternonn of said day, and at the
cloge of the poils the voles shall be counted, and a true
statement thereof proclaimed to the voters present by one
of the Judges, and the Clerk shall make a true recerd thercof,
and within five days thercafter he shall give notice to the
persons 8o clected of their clection; and‘it shall be the duty
of the said Town Council, at least ten days before cach and
every election, to give notice of the same by seiting up ad-
vertisements at three of the most public places in said town.
And if a newspaper is published in said fown, by inscrting
the notice n said newspaper, at least once before such clec-
tion.

Sec. 5. The candidates receiving the highest number of

votes for the oflices for which they shall respectively be can- Oath

didates, shall be declared clected by said Judges of the clec-
tion, and the candidates so clected shall, before cotering
upon the performance of the dutics of their respectlve offices,
cach take an oath or affirmalion to support the Constitution
of the United States, and laws of this Territory, and also an
faithfully and honestly to discharge the duties of the office,
which shall be taken before some Justice of the Peace or
Notary Public, and filed with the Recorder.

Sec. 6. The President, Recorder and ‘Trustees of said town

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shall be capable in law, by their own corporate name afore-

said, to acquire property, real, personal and mixed, and may
gell and convey the same at peasure. They may have a com-
mon seal, which they may break, alter or renew at pleasure;
and when any suit shall be commenced against said corpo-
ration, the first process shall be served by an attested copy

thereof, left with the Recorder, or at his usual place of resi-

dence, at least six days previcus to the return day of such
process, and this corporation shall be compeotent to have and
cxercise all rights and privileges, and be subject to all the
duties and obEgations appertaining to a municipal corpo-
ration.

Sec. T. The President, and in his absence the Recorder,
ghall preside at all meetings of the Town Council; and the
Recorder shall attend all moetings of the Town Council, and
make a fair and accurate record of all their proceedings, and
of the by-laws, rules and ordinances made and passed by the
Common Council dforesaid, and the same shall at all times
be opened for inspection of the electors of said town; but in
case of the absence or inability of the Recorder, the Trustees
may appoin one of their body Clerk, pro tempore.

Sec. 8, The President shall also keep the scal of the said
corporation, sign all commissions, licences, and permits which
may be granted by the Common Council; he shall maintain
peace and good order, and sco that Ordinances of the Town
are observed and executed. He shall have power o admin-
ister oaths or aflirmations, and to take and certify acknowl-
edgements of deeds and other instruments in writing; as a
judicial officer, he shall have concurrent jurisdiction with
Justices of the Peace of the county of Goodhue of all cases
for the violation of any Ordinance of, said Town or ander the
Laws of the Territory.

Skc. 9. The Town Council shall have power to fill all va-
cancies which may happen in said Board, from the qualified
voters of said Town, who shall hold their appointments un-
til the next annnal election, and until their successors shall
be elected and qualificd; and in the absence of the President
and Recorder from any meeting of the Town Council, the
Trustees shall have power to appoint any two of their num-
ber to perform the duties of President and Recorder for the
time being.

Sgc. 10.  The Town Council shall have power to provide
for the appointment or clection of o Treasurer, Town Marghal
and all the suberdinate officers which they may think neces-
sary for the good government and well-being of said Town;
to prescribe their duties, and determine tho period of their
appointment, and the fees they shall receive for their respec-
tive services, when the same is not otherwise provided for
by this act, and to require of them to take an oath of office
previous to cnfering upon the duties of their respective offi-
ces, and shall further require of them a bond with suofficient
security, conditioned for tho faithful performance of their
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respective offices. The Town Council shall alao have power g

to fix to the violation of the by-laws and Ordinances of the
Corporation reascnable fines and penalties. Provided, That
no by-laws or Ordinances of said corporetion, shall take
effect or be in force until the same shall have been posted w
in one of the most public places in said town, or pablishe
in some newspaper in said town, at least ten days, and the
certificate of the Recorder entered upon the record of said
Town Council, shall be deemed and taken to be sufficient evi-
dence of such publication.

Sec. 11. The Town Council shall have power to enact,
establish, publigh, alter, modify, amend or repeal all such Or-
dinances, Rules and By-Laws for the government and good
order of the Town, for the suppression of vice, for the pre-
vention of fires, and for the benefit of trade and commerce,
and for the health thereof, as they may deem expedient, de-
claring and imposing penalties, and to enforce the same
against any person who may violate any of the provisions of
guch ordinances, rules or bf—laws; and such ordinances, rules
or by-laws are hereby declared to be, and to have the force,
of law; Provided, That they be not repugnant to the Consti-
fution and Laws of the United States and of this Territory,
and for those purposes shall have auathority, by ordinance or
by-laws, to organizo fire companies, hook and ladder com-
panies, to regulate their government, and the time and man-
ner of their exercise, to provide all necessary apparatus for
the extinguishmeat of fires, to require the owners of build-
ings to provide and keep suitable ladders and fire-buckets,
which are hercby declared to be appurtcnances to the real
cstate, and exempt from seizure, distress, or sale in any man-
ner; and if tho owner shall refuse to procure suitable lad-
ders or firc-buckets, after reasonable notice, the Common
Council may procure and deliver the same to him, and in de-
fault of payment therefor, may recover of the said owner the
valuc of such ladders or fire-buckets, or both, with costs of
suit; to regulate the storage of gunpowder, and other dan-
gerous materialg; to dircct the safe construction of a place
for the deposit of ashes; to appoint one or more Fire War-
dens to enter into, at reasonable times, and examine all
dwelling-houses, lots, yards, enclosures, and buildings of ev-
ery description, in order to discover whether any of them
are in a dangerous condition, and to- ceuse such as may be
dangerous to be put in a safe condition; to regulate the
manner of putting up stoves and stove pipe; to prevent
fires, and the use of ficeworks and fire arms within the limits

«of said Town, or such parts thereof as they may thiuk prop-
er; to compel the inhabitants of said Village to aid in the
extinguishing of fires, and to pull, break down and raize
such buildings in the vicinity of the fire as shall bo directed
by the Commweon Council or & majority of them who may bo
at the fire, for the purpose of preventing its communication
to other buildings, and generally to eatablish other measures

or places, to cleanse, remove, or abate the same, from time
to time, as often as it may be decmed necessary for the health,.

Eighth, To prevent horse
racing, immoderate driving or riding in the streets, and to
regulate the places of bathing and swimming in the waters
within the limits of the Town., Newth, To rvestrain the run-
ning st large of cattle, ewine, eheep, horses, poultry, geese,
and to authorize the distraining and sale of the same, or to
impose a fine not exceeding five dollars for every such ani-
mal found so going at ldrge in violation of the by-laws of
the Town. Tenth, To prevent the running at large of dogs,
and to authorize tho destruction of the same in & summary
manner, when at large, contrary to the ordinances, or to im-
pose a tax upon the same. Elecenth, To prevent any person
bringing, depositing, or having within said Town any putrid
carcass, or any unwholesome substance, ond to require the
removal of the same by any person who may have upon his
premises any such substance, or any putrid or unsound beef,
pork, fisk, Lides or skins of apy kind, and in default to an-
thorize the removal tiercof, Ly some competent officer, at the
cxpense of such person or persons, Tuwelfth, To establish
and regulate boards of health, provide hospitals and ceme-
tery grounds, regulate the bunal of the dead, aud ihe returns
of the bills of mortality, and to exempt burying grounds set
apart for public use from taxation. Thirteenth, To regulaio
the establistinent of ferries, and provide for the protection
of the same.

Sec. 12, For the purpose of more effectually enabling the
aaid town to carry into effect the provisions of this act, they

aro hereby authorized and empowered to assess o tax {or COT- Aggess Tax

poration purposes, within the limits of said ¢orporation, made
taxable by the laws of this Territory, so that said tax shall
not exceed in any one year, fivo mills on the dollar of valua-
tion, a8 the same may be found on the books of the County
Commissioners of the county within which said Town may
bo located at the time of assessing said tax. The town
shall also have power, if authorized 1o do so by a majority
of all the electors in ssid Town, at any meeting called for
that purpose, to levy an additional tax as above specified,
sufficient to carry into cffect any of the provisions of this

shall be given by posting up a written or printed notice
thereof, in at least three of the most public places in said

Sec. 13, When any tax is levied, it shall be the duty of
the Recorder to make out a duplicate of the taxes charged
each individual owning property in said corporation with the
amount assessed on cach item of property, as found on the
books of the County Commissioners of said County, which
duplicate shall be certified by the President and Recorder,

and one copy therecof placed in the hands of the Marshal, or ggliect Tax

such other person as shall be appointed Collector, whoge duty
it shall be to collect gaid tox in the same wanner and under
the same regulations as other county taxes are collected, and
the said Marshal, or such other person as may be appointed
Jollector, shall, immediately afier collecting said tax, pay
the same over to the Treasurer of said corporation, and take
his receipt therefor.

It shall not be lawful for the officera of said cor-
poration to receive for their services moro than one dollar
per day for the time necessarily employed in the performance
of their doties, except that the President, when performing
duties as Justice of the Peace, shall receive such compensa-
tion as is by law provided for similar services.
